A Belle Glade woman and her 
two children: died Saturday 
when thescar she was-driving 
swerved off State Road 80.and 
plunged into a canal. 

According to the Belle Glade 
Fire Department, the accident 
is still under investigation as to 
why Dubesla Urieta, 28, of 


2660 E. Main St. lost control of 
her 1989 Chevrolet. She drove 
300 feet over the south shoul- 
der of the road and into the 
canal. 

By the time the Belle Glade 
Fire Department arrived. оп 
the scene the'car was alfeady 
subnierged in 30 feet of water. 
Divers recovered the bodies of 
Urieta and her son Obed 4, but 


were unable to locate the body 
of Maria, 12, for several hours 
after the accident. 

According to the Belle Glade 
Police Department the family 
was traveling to the Palm 
Beach County Stockade in Lóx- 
ahatchee to visit the children's 
father. 

None of the victims were 
wearing seat belts

With the.latest death of 
yet another skydiver at Pa- 
hokee Airport, Some people 
are calling the ajrport "the 
deadliest drop zone for sky- 
divers in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty." 

Brad Slager, 26, a Class A 
jumper, fell over 10,000 feet 
to his death on Sunday, July 
18 after he collided with 
another jumper. 

According to Sgt. David 
Carhart of the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Office, 
Slager’s head may have hit 
the leg of another diver, 
which may havé: knocked 
him unconscious. 

“He fell straight to the 
ground,” “Carhart said. 
Deputies found body 
about a half mile east of the 
airport in a cane field. His 
parachute and reserve chute

had opened on impact. 

The other diver, Mike 
Pantall, ‘was not uninjured 
in the incident. 

This is the fourth death at 
the airport in the past two 
years 

Omar Lozada, 27, died 
Nov. 20, 1997, when he col- 
lided with another jumper. 
James Darby, 45; died seven 
days later while using a ski 
board. When another diver 
tried to do а maneuver 
called “docking,” . Darby 
spun out of control and ap- 
parently. died. of a heart at- 
tack 

Another diver to die at the 
airport was Mike McDonald.

The three other deaths 
took place when Skydive 
Palm Beach operated the 
diving business at the air- 
port. 

The diving school is now 
operated. by Skydive Ameri- 
ca. 

This news of another 
death at the airport came 
just one day after the sky- 
diving company and its In- 
ternet.Com Inc. partner an- 
nounced they plan to ex- 
pand the airport at a cost of 
$1.5 million. 

Skydive America employs 
about 25 people at the air- 
port and plans to apply to 
Palm Beach County to be- 
come the airport’s fixed base 
operator, the company. that 
sells gasoline and performs 
maintenance on airplanes, 
They, also plan to build a 
43-slót recreation vehicle 


park with showers and 
laundry facilities, offices for 
skydiving operations, - a 


swimming pool, réstaurant,

Greevy, the. recent accident 
at the airport could have

People ofter ask me what I 
like best about ту job. It is a 
tough question to answer 


since I enjoy 86 many aspects . 


of my profession. 

From working with cutting- 
edge computer. technology, to 
the continuing, formidable 
challenge of predicting tomor- 
row's weather, to having my 
face spattered on TV's across 
South Florida,I love just 
about every element of my ca- 
reer. 

Yet, if I had to pick just one 
segment of my trade that I 
enjoy most it would be that 
meteorology is always full of 
surprises. 

For example, take the heat 
wave that hit the northeast- 
ern part of the country re- 
cently. Or, as comedian Hen- 
ny Youngman might say, “yes, 
please take it.” 

For three days, residents in 
Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia. and dozens of other 
cities in the Northeast suf- 
fered through oné of the

worst heat waves ip years. 
Temperatures cli into 
the triple digits- ile the 
heat index (a measure of the 
temperature and the.humidi- 
ty) soared into the danger 
zone. 

The heat wave itself wasn't 
surprising. After all, major 
fluctuations ih the tempera- 
ture occur from time to time. 
Yét, what I found stunning 
was the number of people who

lost their lives from the heat. 

And Im not. опе. Roger 
Pielke Jr., a researcher for 
the National Center for At- 
mospheric Research, has just 
completed a study of weather 
and its affects on society. 

Pielke found that extreme 
heat and cold kill more people 
each year in the United 
States than floods, hurri- 
Canes, tornadoes and light- 
ning combined. On average, 
heat waves and cold spells 
claim around 1,000 lives an- 
nually while an average of 
850 lives are lost in other 
weather phenomena. " 

Surprised? I know Pielke's 
study surprised me, especial- 
ly since extreme cold or heat 
doesn't occur that often. 

Intense heat waves, for ex- 
ample, develop only once or 
twice'a season. 

Yet those: infrequent ‘hot 
spells claims many lives. “Re- 
cent heat waves have caused 
extensive loss of life," said 
Pielke. A 1995 heat wave in 
Chicago, for éxample, killed 

What's:even more stunning 
is that Pielke discovered that 
heat waves kill more people 
in the 1990's than similar 
heat waves did in the 1930's.

Breads and breakfast cereals are 
the most common whole grain foods 
consumed by Americans.

With thunderstorms once again in full 
swing, University of Florida researchers are remind- 
ing those playing or working outdoors to be wary of 
the deadly lightning that comes with them. 

Staying away from wide-open spaces is the. best 
lightning defense, researchers say, but ducking 
under a large tree or in a small shelter not protect- 
ed from lightning makes you part of the lightning 
tod. P 


"Lightning is attracted to the highest object in an 
area, and a tree that extends beyond the surround- 
ing landscape can become the target of a strike," said 
Martin Uman, director of UF's Lightning Research 
Center. “Isolated golfcotitse and picnic shelters that 
are not protected from lightning also are risky.” 

Among those who make their living outdoors, 
farm and ranch workers are especially at risk, said 

Carol Lehtola, agricultural safety specialist for UF's 
Institute of Food and Agricultural Sciences. 
“We all know that golfing and other sports expose 
you to lightning, but:most people don't realize that 
farmland rarich workers are at high risk because 
© they do much of their work outdoors far away from 
1 shelter,” Lehtola said... . s 
> In May, foy instance, seven.farm workers in 
^: Myakka City were injured when lightning struck 

the metal flatbed trailer they had crawled under for 
~ shelter from a storm. * 

"Tto often, werkers and their supervisors stay on 
the job until it starts raining and get back to work as 
soon as they can after a storm.passes,” she said. 
"They don't realize that lightning can strike them 
when thunderstorms are in the area’ but the sky 
above them is clear.” 

All crews of farm workers should include at least 
one person who has training in cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation, Lehtola said, and supervisors of agri- 
cultural workers should carry a weather radio so

“You can gauge the number of seconds between 
the thunder and lightning on your watch or by 
counting by 1,000s," she said. “Every five seconds

Uman offered more tips on avoiding being hit by 

* Avoid standing above the surrounding land- 
scape in an open field or on a beach. 

* Stay away from wire fences, rails and other 
metallic paths along the ground аё could carry 
lightning currents to you. 

* If you're in-a small boat or swimming, come 
ashore, since the electrical current from a nearby 
striké can flow through the water to you. 

* Take shelter in a house or building with a floor, 
electrical wiring and plumbing or in a car with the 
windows rolled up. Golf carts are unsafe. 

* In open spaces, lie down or crouch in a ravine or 
valley..If no ravine ог valley is nearby, get in any 
depression in the ground. 

* In a wooded area, seek shelter in a thick growth 
of small trees. No one tree is more likely to be hit 
than апу other. = 

Ifa person is struck by lightning, Lehtola said, it's 
important not to assume$they are dead simply- 
because their heart has stopped beating or they 
have stopped breathing.

Even as the hype portrays the Internet as a 
tool that will level the economic playing fields 
for big cities-and small towns, the virtual real- 


ity is that a few select cities will get the lion's 
share of the information action, a new 
University of Florida study finds. D 
Although catchy ads show people linked from 
remote cabins, the need for reliable connections 
is clustering the Internet in core cities while 


* rural locations lag further behind, said Sean 


Gorman, a UF graduate student in geography 
who did the research for his dissertation. 

“There is this notion with the Internet that 
you can locate anywhere апа still be connect- 
ed,” Gorman said. “Although everyone can get 
connected, not everyone is connected equally.” 

Better service and faster connections in the 
select cities are likely to drive business and job 
location г and ultimately economic growth - in 
the Information Age, he said. ^ 
~ In the first study of its kind to examine how 
geography affects the Internet, Gorman found 
a distinct hierarchy of cities for Internet infra- 
structure. The first tier of San Francisco, 
Washington, D.C., and Chicago was much bet- 
ter cénnected than the second-level cities of 
Atlanta, New York and Dallas. 

The third: tier consisted. of Phoenix, 
Cleveland, Seattle, Los Angeles, Kansas City, 
Mo. and Houston, and the fourth is Boston, 
Denver, Minneapolis, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
St. Louis, Detroit, Miami, Jacksonville and 


Orlando, he said. 


One result is that the Internet has become 
like the airline industry, with a few hub cities 
getting the-fastest and most direct connections, 
Gorman said 

"No longer merely a public infrastructure, 
the Internet has bécome a real battleground for. 
several large corporations," said UF geography: 
professor Edward J. Malecki, who supervised 
the researcli. “Sean's is the first work to apply 
network analysis to the Internet in this way." 

“If you're just sending e-mails back and forth 
and doing some occasional Web browsing, it's 
not going to afféct you too much,” Gorman sai 
“But if you're locating a corporation in South

"When you have to take a series of hops 
through places with little capacity or connec- 
tions and you get a lot of traffic and congestion, 
you begin losing packets and they have to be 
retransmitted." 

A message sent on thi@riternet between the 
University of Florida in Gainesville and The 
Tampa Tribune, for example, makes six hops, 
traveling through Jacksonville, Atlanta, ; 
Chicago, Washington, D.C., and Orlando before 
finally reaching Tampa. In contrast, San 
Francisco and Washington, D.C. - thousands of 
miles farther apart from each other than 
Gainesville and Tampa - have direct links with 
each other, he said. 

There also are more than a dozen Internet 
transmission lines connecting San' Francisco 
and Los Angeles but only a few .between 
Jacksonville and Orlando, said Gorman, who 
did the research by compiling data from net- 
works and provider maps into a series of matri- 
ces. These multiple links 'are critical because 
when one line becomes congested or fails, traf- 
fic can be rerouted instantly to another, he 
said. f 

"If you just have one link and a backhoe hits 
the line or a:power outage occurs ~ which hap- 
pens frequently and is a huge fear-of companies 
and network providers - it's all,over for you,” 
Gorman said. “You can't run your Web site. You -) 
can't run your business, It’s tompletely blacked 
out.” 

The Internet has become so essential to 
today's businesses it's relied upon for even the | * 
most routine things, from directly connecting 
suppliers and distributors to making goods 
more available to customers, Gorman said. And
